There also were significant last- 
minute concessions to Vice Piresident 
Gore aimed at protecting natural re- 
source programs in the Interior De- 
partment appropriation, sources said. 
Congression^ Republicans had initially 
planned to provide no floor for Interior 
Department funding but at the urging 
of Gore’s office agreed to ensure that 
no cuts in the agency’s programs 
would be deeper than 25 percent com- 
pared to 1995. 

With the agreement of the adminis-

tration. Republicans also decided to kill 
fewer programs at the departments of 
Health and Human Services and Edu- 
cation, cutting back from 12 to 10. In 
some cases, the administration already 
had planned to end the programs or 
shift funding elsewhere. Programs 
that financed native Hawaiian and 
Alaska native cultural arts were cut, as 
were school dropout prevention ef- 
forts and education scholarships. 

Programs strongly opposed by Re- 
publicans but supported by President 
Clinton, such as Americorps, the Com- 
merce Department’s Advanced Tech- 
nology Program and “Cops on the 
Beat” would continue to operate, re- 
ceiving 75 percent of the bindin g pro- 
vided last year.
